Section I. Until otherwise provided by 
law, the State of Wisconsin shall be 
divided into niuo congressional districts, 
each of which shall lie entitled to elect 
representative in ttie congress of the 
United States, and the territory compris­ 
ing each district shall be as follows:

the first congressional 
district. 
Population, 141,093.

The counties of Dane, Grant, Green, 
Iowa and La Fayette shall constitute the 
third congressional district. Population, 
107,721. 
The county of Milwaukee shall con­ 
stitute the fourth congressional district.

The counties of Brown, Calumet, Ke­ 
waunee, Manitowoc, Ozaukee and She­ 
boygan shall constitute the fifth congres­ 
sional district. Population, 153,751. 
The counties of Adams, Colombia, 
Green Lake,Marquette, Outagamie, Wau­ 
shara and Winnebago shall constitute the 
sixth congressional district. Population, 
NMSS. 
The counties of Crawford, Juneau, La 
Crosse, Richland, Sauk, Vernon and Mon­ 
roe shall constitute the seventh congres­ 
sional district.

Washington, March 2*2.—The secreta­ 
ry »*f war has replied to the resolution of 
tho House asking for au estimate of per­ 
sons made destitute by the overflow of 
the Mississippi river, aud how long it 
was thought they would have to be sup­ 
ported. in which he states that the limn. 
ber of {Fereons now receiving subsistence 
is about 85,000. The $100,000 appropri­ 
ated sufficed to purchase 800,000 rations, 
aud this supply was exhausted on the 
20th in Arkansas, Mississippi, mid Lou­ 
isiana, aud would be in the other States 
affected about the 30th inst. No further 
iemaud8 are expected from Illinois or 
Kentucky, but from Missouri, Tennes­ 
see, Arkansas, and Mississippi the de­ 
partment has information that the need 
of assistance will continue for a period 
variously estimated at from thirty to 
sixty days from date. No information 
on which to base an estimate as to time 
has yet been received from Louisiana, 
exoept that the character of the disaster 
is tho same as in Mississippi and Arkan­ 
sas. The table was also submitted show­ 
ing the number of rations sent to the 
States overflowed, from which the follow­ 
ing figures are taken: 
Missouri—26,000 rations to 2,200 desti­ 
tute persons. 
Illinois—39,000 rations to 2,000 desti­ 
tute |>ereous. 
Kentucky—15,000 rations to 800 desti­ 
tute persons. 
Tennessee—2,OOO rations to 5,000 desti­ 
tute |>ereous. 
Mississippi-—250,000 rations to 30,000 
destitute persons.

Louisiana—210,000 rations to 25,000 
dest lute persons.

Meteoric Stones. 
Tho meteorites in tho British Muscu.ii 
are arranged thus: I, aerolites, which are 
rocky masses composed principally of 
silicates with isolated particles of liick- 
eliferous iron and troilite I lite n u rsed ; 
2, aeroaiderites or siderites, mosses of 
native iron containing phosphides of 
nickel and iron, troilite and occasionally 
carbon; siderolites, which partake of tho 
character of both aerolites and Hitlerites, 
tieing porous or spongy masses of niek- 
eliferons iron with silicates in the cavi­ 
ties. Of 
these 
three 
classes 
tile 
first is tile commonest, tho 
u u i u I h t of 
specimens possessed by’ the museum be­ 
ing 211, the largest of which weighs 131 
ijotmds. Of sidoritos there arc 114 sjh c- 
imens in the collection, the largest 
weighing over three anda half tons ; and 
of siderolites there are twelve specimen^ 
tho weight of the largest Kung nearly 
sixteen pounds. 
In 1664, Paolo Maria 
Tarzago, an Italian physicist, surmised 
that aerolites might be of sclcnic origin. 
Olbera, in 1795, without any knowledge 
of this conjecture, investigated 
tho 
amount of tho initial tangential force 
that would bo requisite to nring to the 
earth masses projected from the moon. 
Laplace, Biot, Brandes and Poisson also 
took up tho problem. 
Olbers, Braudes 
and Chlftdni decided against tho view of 
a selenic origin; but Laplaco seems to 
have inclined somewhat to that hypoth- 
£8is. 
It was then believed that active 
volcanoes existed in the moon ; but that 
idea has been al>ondoned and the lunar 
aerolites with it. 
At the present time a 
number of eminent mon woo have stud­ 
ied tho subject of meteorites, think tliat 
they must havo been ejected from volca­ 
noes on sumo celestial body, probaby 
tho earth at a remote period of its phys­ 
ical history, This may be the true the­ 
ory, but facts are wanted to confirm it, 
and until those are discovered it is not 
safe to pats judgment.— Tinsley*. 


The Oyster. 
Tlio oyster is a very fortunate creature, 
if it be fortunate to Lo much mentioned 
in history. 
People who have swallowed 
an enormous number of oysters figure in 
anecdote, and are considered to have 
done something meritorious. The Roman 
who first formed oyster beds, which he 
did at Baile, i3 known to have been 
named Sergious Oi ata, who hail the hap­ 
piness to livo to the tune of Augustus, 
and who is known to havo made a great 
deal of money by the exercise of his in­ 
genuity. To-day it is mentioned in tho 
encyclopedias that Apicus, a contempo­ 
rary of Trajan, was tho first who taught 
the world how to pickle oysters. 
His 
fame rests Upon that fact. 
There was 
another Apicus distinguished for his love 
of lobsters; there was another who set 
up a school of cooks; but tho oyster- 
pickling Apicus has a distinct fame, and 
survives freshly in classical dictionaries. 
When George L come to England from 
Hanover the royal cooks could not please 
the royal palate in the matter of oysters 
until it was discovered that his Majesty 
liked them stalo, as he had always been 
in the habit of eating them. 
W hen Mr. 
Thackeray first came to Boston certain 
of his admirers asked him to supper. 
There were, among other delicacies, gi­ 
gantic oysters. 
The novelist could not 
comprehend that he was to swallow one 
of these in on undivided state, but, being 
shown tho way and having accomplished 
tile feat, he observed that he felt “ os if 
ho had swallowed a baby.* 


The Nose and the Face. 
A somewhat singular fact has lxsen 
observed with reference to the shapo of 
tho nose, or rather tho setting of it in 
the face, so to speak. 
To bo strictly 
correct, from tho artist’s point of view, 
tho nose should be accurately in the 
middle of the face, and at right angles 
with a line from the pupil of one eye to 
that of the other. 
As a matter of fact, 
it is rarely or never thus placed; it is 
almost invariably a little out of tho 
“ square,” and the fact of its being so is 
often that which 
lends a peculiar 
expression and piquancy to the face. A 
medical writer points out that there are 
anatomical reasons why a slight devia­ 
tion from the true central line may be 
expected, ani that the nose winch is 
thus accurately straight between the two 
eves may after all 
do considered an 
abnormal one; the only absolutely true 
and correct organ being, in fact, that 
which deviates a little to the right or 
le ft—Phrcnologicial Journal.

There can not possibly be a “ system 
or “cure” in medicine. There are no 
i rnle-of-thumb methods and no muster- 
I its in true science. If we do not know 
! what a remedy is, and how it acts, we 
have no ri^ht, as honest men, to employ 
it. The time has passed for the work­ 
ing of cures by charms and the recourse 
to nostrums. We pander to the credul­ 
ity of the unskilled community when we 
show ourselves credulous. We patron­ 
ize and encourage quackery when we 
extend professional recognition to a 
quack. Every man is a quack—wheth­ 
er qualified or unqualified—who em­ 
ploys a remedy without knowing why, 
or who adopts a “system” in medicine. 
The profession must speak out clearly 
and strongly on this point and without 
delay. From the highest places in soci­ 
ety to the lowest ranks of the people, 
there is just now a grievous readiness to 
“ believe in” quacks and quackery. We 
have ourselves to thank for this most 
adverse “feeling” and “ influence.” It 
is the stirring of the viper we have 
brought in from the cold, where physi­ 
cians and surgeons of more robust in­ 
telligence than those of to-day left it— 
the viper we have warmed and fed and 
brought back to life; and now it is pre­ 
paring to rise and sting the hand that 
caressed it. The way to encounter the 
charlatanry which is making head 
against 
science is to be at once 
more candid 
and 
more 
conspicu­ 
ously hottest in our dealings with the 
public.

Advantages

Creameries, 
The question is no doubt being asked 
in New England, as it is all through the 
West, “Why insist upon the cream gatli 
©ring butter-factory ? Why is it not just 
as wail to make our own butter at home ?’. 
In the Aret place borne .butter has been 
made in this country for 200 years, and 
it is a conceded fact that very small pro­ 
gress has been made in elevating the gen­ 
eral quality, and it is only the very few 
who can be relied upon to make a gilt­ 
edged article. It will bike too long to 
bring home butter up to a universal stan­ 
dard of quality, aud os the co-operative 
creameries take that advance step at one 
stride, and put all into immediate posses­ 
sion of the benefits of a high-grade but­ 
ter, no argument is needed to point it out 
as the correct principle. Its jierfect adap­ 
tation to the needs of a community, 
whether the dairies arc few or many, 
makes them particularly desirable, and of 
the few now in operation in the East, 
with so admirable results, their success is 
•videoce that a hundred more could Ik* 
profitably managed in New England. 
One question is asked me more than any 
other, namely, “Why is the butter of the I 
creamery so superior to dairy 
So I ask the space in Farm and Home t 
reply, giving my views and not those of 
Biy manufacturing company or patent 
right vender. 
The milk of a co-operative creamery is 
all set alike, aud under a9 Dearly similar 
conditions as possible. As this applies 
to even patron, uniformity must result, 
a thing that cannot lie enjoined upon a 
like number of 
farm butter-makers. 
Then each uses a system of caus alike, a 
matter that could not lie found in farm 
dairies. 
Cream is tho one thing the 
farmer is after, rallier than a quality of 
milk, good or poor; and the receipts of 
the factory’ being basis! upon the farm- 
era' own cream result, and determined 
by measuring it each day, every effort 
will be exerted ta make a tine showing, 
and tile shortest road to reach this result 
is by extra care and feeding the cows so 
that a higher grade of cream must fol 
low. Competition will cause the farmer 
to strive for high attainments, and as 
there is no way to dilute or add to the 
cream so aa to make it appear to be more 
than 
actually 
exists, 
tho 
whole 
drift 
comes 
to 
aid 
in making 
fine 
cream, 
and 
fine 
cream 
is the first step in securing fine butter. 
Thus it will ba seen that the cream from 
any given number of dairies, will, if set 
in a uniform way, and its quantity (and a 
large allowing of cream means improved 
quality) gathered by one man who sec s 
each day that the directions are complied 
with. must result m producing a better 
butter than eau be made at home, when 
the now considered necessary apparatus 
is wanting in the greater number of cases. 
Now this cream, gathered and taken to a 
central station where every facility exists 
to turn out a uniform and one grade pro­ 
duct, and shipped to market and eaten 
within a fortnight, at least before it has 
parted with its delightful aroma, main­ 
tains a superiority over the miscellaneous 
dairy butter, aud must bring a larger 
price, and be [sought after by our “city 
relatives** in preference to lower grades. 
I am not arguing but that Mrs. {Smith 
and Deacon Jones do make a “bouquet 
brand** of butter that sells in Boston for 
90 oents per pound, but while »they do, 
98 other farm dairies do not, but on the 
contrary, make it under conditions that 
rank as fair to the very worst; hence ex­ 
hibit grades of quality down to the abso­ 
lutely unpardonable, and the general 
ran of butter is of only medium grade at 
beat and never comes in competition with 
tbs creamery brands. No doubt if the 
dairymen, one and all, would equip them­ 
selves with milk rooms separate and apart 
from their living rooms and cellars, aud 
rig them up with Fair lamb, Ferguson or 
Cooley creameries, a great stride for­ 
ward would be made, but notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that these have now been 
upon the market for several years, very 
few have been sold, as compared with Hie 
great mass of dairymen. The question, 
** How long will it be before every- 
dairyman will provide himself with a pri­ 
vate creamery V” is one Mother Shiptou 
will not even venture a guess. 
By this plan of co-operative creame­ 
ries the dairies; large and small, by sea 
and mountain, in sunny valleys, and on 
ragged hills, can be made to work 
t

known to tho trade. By all other sys­ 
tems, the milk is only controlled after it i 
reaches the factory, and in dairies by in­ 
dividual judgment; bat by this plan

which urges bim to produce the finest, 
ne hast milk that care and feed can pro­ 
duce. The good wife, released from the 
care and labor of setting milk, washing 
pans, churning and working over butter, 
now only Bees that the cans are kept 
raising cream while the factory man tries 
teget the fancy price for his make. By 
thai system honesty is the best policy all 
tile way through, and taken together, the 
co-operative cream-gathering butter fac­ 
tory is the great progressive stop of 
nineteenth century dairy ing—J ob n Gould, 
Aurora, O.

A person who has the equal use of 
both hands is called “ambidextrous;” 
i. e., as though possessed of two dex- 
ters, or right hands. A man in New 
York is a remarkable example of this, 
and he claims that it is not a born gift, 
but an acquirement within the power of 
any perron. In that city recently he 
lectured upon the subject, and began 
his illustrations by showing on tho 
blackboard what he called the best test 
of ambidextry, the writing of signatures. 
He wrote his own name with both hand# 
at once, backward and forward, right 
side up and up side down, and in half a 
dozen ether different ways. 
“ This,” said Mr. Woodward, “Is a 
valuable accomplishment for a bank 
president or a railroad official; for he 
who can write his name twice while an­ 
other is waiting it once deserves three 
I holidays in a week or double pay.” 
Then the lecturer wrote a love letter 
I in French in one hand, and a business 
letter in English with the other, simul­ 
taneously. Afterward, at the same time, 
he wrote such words as “ Fontainebleau” 
and 
“ Constantinople.” 
“ As 
an 
athletic exercise, club swinging and 
dumbbell shaking sink into stupidity be­ 
side this,” he said, wiping his arow. 
“ The most difficult thing to do,” lie 
continued, “ is to draw a square with ane 
hand and a circle with the other.” Then 
he attempted the task. The ends of the 
circle did not meet and it was not 
round; beside, the square looked like a 
parallelogram, but the audience ap­ 
plauded.

The Forging af Steel. 


Steel is one of the most valuable met­ 
als used in the mechanic arts, and re­ 
quires great care in forging, hardening, 
tempering, annealing aud general man­ 
agement. Tons of the very best steed 
are condemned as bad. when nothing 
but the forging has reduced it to that 
couditiou. and all from alack of knowl­ 
edge in the management. 
In forging cast steel the lire should be 
regulated bv the size of the work. 
(I 
prefer a hollow tire tube fed with coke.) 
To ascertain the heat of the steel, draw 
it out of the lire often, for it requires to 
be carefully watched to get die proper 
heat. 
If not hot enough, 
thrust it 
quickly in again. 
The proper degree of 
heat is to be judged by the eye, aud care 
should be taken not to heat higher than 
is absolutely necessary to effect the de­ 
sired tmmose, and to use as few heats as

An excellent composition for welding 
cast steel is prepared by boiling together 
sixteen parts of borax and one of sal- 
ammoniac over a slow tire for an hour, 
W'hen cold, grind it into a powder. 
Tin* 
steel must then be made as hot as it w ill 
conveniently bear, and the composition 
used the same as sand. 
Steel punches, or other small instru­ 
ments. particularly engraved dies, when, 
by accidental exposure to too great heat 
they have become spoiled, or, as the 
blacksmith says, burned, may be restored 
by the following mixture: Two ounces 
of bidi remate of potassa, one ounce pure 
niter, one ounce gum aloes, one ouuco 
gum arabic and two ounces of resin. The 
whole having been well powdered aud 
mixed, the piece of steel is heated to a 
low, red heat, and the powder sprinkled 
over it. It is then heated again to a low, 
red heat and cooled. This makes the 
piece very hard again. The amount of 
niter may be doubled, and that of the 
resin taken ten times greater to produce 
a higher temper, 
In tempering a tool for boring cylin­ 
ders, turning rolls, or any large pieces 
of cast iron, let it be as hard as water 
will make it, taking care not to heat it 
more than to a cherry red. 
In the se c ­ 
ond heating, after the tool is hardened, 
the first perceptible tint is a light straw 
color, which makes its appearance when 
the heat reaches 430degrees Fahrenheit. 
This gives the metal a maximum of hard­ 
ness, with a certain amount of elasticity, 
fitting it for lancets, razors and surgical 
instruments. 
At 470 degrees a full yel­ 
low is produced, which is the teni|>er 
employed for penknives, scalpels and 
fine cuttlerv.

There ha* suddenly sprung up an old 
pita of protecting sheep against dogs by 
adding a goat or two iii tin* flock to 
drive the dogs away, etc. 
Hut this 
has hardly made its appearance Indore it 
is contradicted 
A gent leman of Wash­ 
ington writes in a New York palier that 
it will not be tried more than once, 
lie 
trained a pair id Angora goat* (a buck 
and ewe) on one occasion to rang** with 
his sheep for the latter'* protection; but. 
tile “ buck could jump tiny feutx* in the 
county, Md could climb any tree grow­ 
ing In th© corner of a rail fence by Iii*! get­ 
ting on the fence and then into tile tree. 
In quite a short time every wether I had 
was as good jumper as the Angora buck, 
and had I not converted them into mut­ 
ton I would have had a valuable flock of 
sheep ruined. 
Kill the do<js but keep 
the sheep and goats .separate here as well 
as hereafter.*’ 
If the plentiful use cd bells will not 
protect sheep, herding or yarding should 
ne resorted to. The expense of erecting 
a rough fence, say seven feet in height. 
and cd course impenetrable to dogs, from 
one hundred to one hundred aud fifty 
feet square, is nothing to compare to the 
loss of sheep. 
A fence solidly built of 
rads, poles, etc., would last the best part 
of a score of years, and there w ould be 
no trouble of gathering the sheep into it 
wl&n once accustomed to it.—German­ 
town Telegraph. 


'he Lrni|M*raturn of 4D0 
degrees gives a browniah-orango, suita­ 
ble fur shears and chisels used for cutting 
iron. 
At 510 degrees tho brownish-yel­ 
low becomes flecked with purple, the 
tint for pocket-knives. Five hundred ami 
twenty degrees gives a bluish purple, fit 
for table euttlery; while tim different 
shale* of blue from 530 degrees to 570 
degn*es indicate a temper proper for 
watchsprings, sword blades, saws and 
instruments requiring great elasticity. 
Beyond this temperature the metal be- 
<*omes too soft to be used for cutting in- 
ftrumente. 
The temper greatly depends on the 
quantity of carbon that is iii the sti*el. 
This the practical man soon finds out, and 
he tenqiers or draws flown the tool ac­ 
cordingly. 
In Switzerland, razors, pookot-kHives, 
etc., made from English east steel, are 
tenqicred by immersing the blades at a 
dark cherry red into a bath composed of 
four parts of finely powdered yellow rosin, 
two parte of fish oil, to which is added. 
in a very hot state, one part of melted 
tallow, aud allow ing them to cool poi' 
fectiy; after which they aru heated with­ 
out wiping them, and hardened in water 
in the ordinary way. The blades harden­ 
ed by this process are found to be moro 
uniformly tempered than by any other, 
making it possible to produce an exceed­ 
ingly fine cutting edge. —Prof. Uodwitch, 
in Atnerican Machinist.

other fish of a predatory character in the 
pond. The spawning will dccur during 
the spring months, the female laying 
from 50,000 to 500.000 eggs. The eggs 
will adhere to whatever they touch, and 
will soon hatch. The green scum of a 
partially stagnant pond is tine food for 
the young nab. 
Mud in the bottom of 
the pond is beneficial. The fish will feed 
readily on kitchen-ganlen refuse, such 
as cabbage, leek* lettuce, hominy or other 
substances. Water seldom becomes too 
warm for these fish. During freezing 
weather they bury themselves in the 
mud at the bottom of the pond. 
While 
in this condition they should not be dis­ 
turbed. 
In a pond of the given di­ 
mensions se vend thousand fish have 
annually been taken. 
If weeds and 
grass grow profusely about the borders 
of the pond* so much better for the fish. 
In two years’ time you can have an 
abundant and constant supply of sport 
and food, and the advantage of a pond 
to assist in beautifying your home.—De­ 
troit Poet and Tribune,

scraped at each end to make it rough. 
The ends are then dipped, and the quill 
is split into tom dips. The* are sold at 
SIO per hundred.

at twenty-five cents esau As there have | 
_ 
been more persons vaccinated within the 
past six weeks than in the preceeding 
ten years, the demand for quills has 
raised the price from $11 to $12.50 per 
gross. A very good substitute for quills 
is made from ivory chips. 
One dealer 
recently gave an order for 100,000 of 
these ivory points. Each ivory point 
will vaccinate two persons. Sometimes 
glass tubes are used to dip in the virus; 
but they are more expensive.—N. Y. Sun.

A man who is above all suspicion of 
dishonesty came to see his agent, and 
said; “ I have 500,000 francs; here it 
is. Take it It’s all I can give you on 
the 3,000,000 which I lose. What do you 
want me to do about the difference? lf 
I commit suicide will it change any­ 
thing? I would willingly do that but 
oould they make gold or bank notes out 
of my blood?”
